To makethis voyage the more ſecure, i in 
 apparance, he ſeemed content to accept of a-

- The death if Y ha = ha 
| bothof diſaduantage and diſhonour;. for his 


eſtates in Hungary,be recnforced the frontiers 
with diuers troopes, and though hee were 
much troubledat the league berweene the Em: 

ror of Germany and Bethlem: Gaber, yet hee 
diſſembled ir ſo, as that he would not difpleale 
the Tran/iluantan, but rather offered new ſuc- 
cors, and forbearance of his Tribute. From 
the incurſions of the Coſſacks, he hoped to af- 
ſure himſelfe,by the treatie of the Poles, and in 
occaſion of breach,he had the Tartars ready to 
requite them(ir being both their trades to liue 
vpon ſpoyle and robbery) and for more ſecu- 
rity he appoynted twenty Galliesto keepe the 
: blacke Sea: The common people and Urzrers 
| thatlouedreſt, and knew not the deſi igne,were 
much troubled and diſcontent atthis iourney, 
"Who made many Remonſtrancesto himof the 
inconuecnience and danger to. leaue the ſeate 
of his Fmpire to the truſt of-a Deputy, in a 
time when Tethlem Gaber was new! y reconct- 
led to the Germane © mperour, and therefore 
| notto betruſted,and the Polacks newly recon- 
ciled to him, and therefore to bee miſtruſted. 
Diuers other reaſons were made to him,many 
Petitions delivered from the Church-men, 


, Lawyers, 


and the ſetting vp of Muſtafa. 


Lawyers,and from all eſtates, Bur Melancho- 


like reuenge had wholy poſleſſed him, ſothar 
by no meanes he could beperſwadedtodeliſt. 
The Soldioury paſtcd ſo farre, as to threaten 
publikely, and coproteſt,they would not fol- 
low, bur rather ſet vp another King in his ab- 
ſence that ſhould ſtay among them. In con- 
cluſion, carried by his owne fate todeſtruQi- 
on, the ſeuenth-of May having firſt comman- 
ded away all his Gallies to the Leauan, and 
thereby diſpoſed away many of his Souldiers, 
he began to palle over his"Tents and Pauilions 
ro 4/12 ide, with great quantities of Treaſure: 
The 7anizarres and Spabees, who hadallſo ſe- 
cret intelligence vpon the King , his. owne 
words and aQtionsbetraying ſome further de- 
figne then a Pilgrimage (forhe made prepara- 
tions to carry away all his Jewels and Trea- 
ſure,cuen defacing his Palace, and taking from 
Churches, and his Wardrobes, whatſocuer 
could bee conuerted to. Bullion) ſuddainely 
metat the Hippodromeinthe Citty vypon a word 
given; and from thence rannetothe Seraglio 
in tumult, but without Armes,and there accor- 
ding totheir barbarous mutinies cried our for 
the — (hauio g firſt taken order to ſtop:the 
Az  paſlage 
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 paſlage ofany thing vpon the water) who ap- 


pearing to them , asked what this inſolency 
meant, and whatthey pretended. They then 


| bythemouthof amulticude (for they had no 
' head but that of the monſter) demanded firſt 


that he ſhould nor proceed in his purpoſe to | 


oe to Mecha nor into e4/ia ,,but that he muſt 


| abide in the Cittie; Secondly, they would 


haue deliuercd to-their fury the great Vrxcer 
ae-lauir Baſſa, the Hoia or Conteflor of the 
King,the Caſhariaga gouernour of the women, 


_ the Tefterdar or Treaforer, the Caddee Leſkar, 


or Chiefe Iuſtice, and ſome others, as enemies 


tothe State, and conſenting to this Voyage, 


which they pretended would be the ruine of 
the Empire. The firſt after a little diſpute,the ' 

King granted vnto them; promiſing to giue 
ouer his journey, but they not content,exacted 


-itinwriting. Tothefecondhereplicd that ir 


was diſhonour to him to hauec his Seruants ſo 


_vſed without order of Iuſtice: butperſwaded. 


them to hanepaticnce'to ſtay vntill Saterday, 


the next Diwan or publike Councell , where 


they (houldall appeare,and if they were found 


culpadle;they ſhould receiue puniſhment; not = 


meaning co performe any of this, but ro get 
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and the ſettuig vp of {Myitafa. ; 
tinſe and allay their preſent fury, Thele fe]- 


| lowes not content withthis moderate aulwer, 
vndertogke to know that hey were guilty, 


and therefore that they necdgd no other wit-' 
neſle, trials, nor _ bur themſelues, and 
with extrame clamour called to haue them 
deliuercd.. But the King refuſing to giuethem 
ay other ſatisfaction, and they vnprepared 
for force, returned into the Cirrie, which now 
was all in feare,cuery houſe and ſhop ſhut vp, 
expeRing a generall ſacke. But they followed 

the way of their owne hatred, and firſt wene

. . might caſily doe) to 4/ia, and thete to take 
_ Horſe, and he would ſecure him from all pe- 


'rill; but the King would not mooue, bidding 
"OI ſtay confident and aſlured that be would 


honiſlethels Rebels. 
ewiſc old man ſeeing this conftancy or 
obſtinacy, deſired leaue to ſhift for himlelfe, 


which he either tooke orobtained, and ſo got 
away to the Hermitage of a Saint renowned 
amongſt them, who (like himſelfe) betrayed 
him to a Captaine of the 7amzarves ; yer did 
him the fauour as not to deliver him to the 
multitude, but carried him backe to the Kings 
_ houſe. Arthis time it was diſputed ia the Sera-

Emperour refuſing, the Rebels clamouring

and threatning; in ſomuch ashebegan to feare 
they would breake in, and intheir rage doe 
worſe then was yet pretended. Whereupon, 
whether by the Kings order, or by his owne. . 
conſent (willing to.be the peace-offering) the 
Uixter went out tothem, and with a good af- 
ſuredneſle demannded what they fought of 
him, and wherein he had offended: Bur they 
anſwered him with their ſwords,and ſ udchine: : 
ly cuthiminpieces. 

The Emperour ſecing their fury ſo outra- 
gious,had now more cauſe todoubr, and reti- 
red himſelfe then too late, when hee hadloſt 
his braue Counſellor, would haue fled into. 
e4/7a,and could not, but conueyed himſelfetn- 
to, a Private. place prepared by his Buitengs 
Baſſa,:or chiefe Gardiner, The. Rebels. con- 
tinue withoutin their madoeſle, asking for the 
King,and for more ſacrifices. But the Seruants 
proteſting they; knew not where!he-was, they 
ſaid they-muſt haue a King, and if hee-would 
not appeare, they. would ' make another; and 
hauing a while; attended, they reſolued toen- 
terthe Palaca'(bur G6rikradke a.generall oath

Oſman amazed with theſe newes, ſo ſooneas 

they had lefrthe Court, came our, and called 
- to Councell in the night, Huxzcin Baſſe, lare 
Uixzer inthe Pohſh warre, and the e4gs ofthe 
Fanizaries, both faithfull to him, _ deman- 
- dedtheir aduice, firſt, hauing ſear to the old 
 Seraghogtopracuſe the womenthere, to ſtran- 
gle Muſtafa; but ſome taking his part, a: new 
. yprore began in the houſe betweene that ſexe: 
and the Souldiersthat kept watch, taking/the 
 Alarum, entred in, and refcued him, and from 
' thence remoued him'to the Chambers of the 
aniFaries, where they. garded him for that 


night, in an ill lodging. All this while 0/men _ 


conſults what courſe to take. Theſe rwo-his 
. friends ,and ſome others, tellhim thatthe caſe 
was deſperate,and could not be cured but by a 
deſperate remedy. And therefore they! —_ 
that the 4gs ſhould goe and perſwade- with

in miſericordian, quam mnouicd fiemitia' furrat') = 
nowknewnot whatto doa filentmurmureran 
among them, and they were halfe cotiuerted:

burthe barecarcaſle: and{ amperſwaded, as 

- manyapes haue not produced ſo ftrange an 
example ofthe incertainty of humane yu 
I; neue ; 
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 neſle; ſo inthe diſpoſition thereof, and inthe 
| Waies leading thereunto,there is ſeene euident- 
1y the wonderfull prouidence of God,in con- 
founding of the counſels of the worldly wiſe, 
who had laid a foundation of few greatneſle, 
whereby he aſpired che vniuerſall Monarchy, 
ambitious of the honour of Traran, in whoſe 
time the decayed Empire was ſaid primum mo- 
were lacertos &/ ſeurftutem Jmpern, quaſi reddita 
iunentute reuiuiſcere, And laftly,theworld may 
ſce ypon how weake foundations this Monar- 
chy was at firſt builded, bur it is how ſhaken 
and corrupted; how their Kingsare fubic@ro . 
the rage of a few Slaues, how Anarchy hath 
prepared it an cafe prey to any able hand, 
that would attempr it. From the Inuaſion of 
Poland all theſe changes tooke their begin- 
ning. Su{taz 0/man aduanced to the Throne 
in his youth, full of heate and blood,being of a 
great and haughty ſpirit, very couragious, 
ſtrong of body, anda mortall hater of Chri- 
ſtians, enuious of the glory of his Anceſtors, 
andambitious toraiſc his name aboucany of 
theirs, had proieced in himſelfe the Conqueſt 
of the remaines of the bordering Europe, But 
| toſogreatdeſignes he had one vice that reſt- 
Ip _— _ ted 
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ſed all hope of proſperity, which was ex- 
- tremeauarice, and he fell into the latter times 
 anddecrepit age, vbi wires /nxu corrumpeban- 
| tur,contra ueterem diſciplinam &/ inflitura maio- 
rum, apud quos uirtute quam pecunia res militars 
meals ſtetit, His firſt enterprize was that of Po- 
land, mooued by the incurſions of the Coſſacks, 
which yethee vndertooke of his owne head, 
 withoutthe counſell of any his V:zrers (who 
in a Monarchy growne to the height by caſe 
and wealth, &perhaps /onga dominatione inertes, 
- arc cucr corrupt and lazic ) and againſt the - 
liking of all the Souldiers, who now contrary 7 
ro their inſtitution being married, and fathers 
ofafamily, entred into trades, receiuing no- 
thing in warremore then in peace, preter pert 
' culaet labores, are noteaſily drawne from their 
owne chimneies. This action he thought fo 
caſie, as he had diſpoſed of his conqueſt, and 
deuided the liue Lyons skinne. Butbeing met 
vponthe borders with a poore Army in com-. 
pariſon, he was firſt arreſted at. Choryn alittle 
fortrefle, which he was faine to leaue behind 
him vntaken;And then ſcekingto aduanceinto 
the plaine countrey,by forcingthe trenches of 
the Chencelor of Poland oppoſed againft him, 
C he 
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' hecould never procure his Janizaries to fight, 


though. engaging: his perſon once ortwice | 
beyond the regard of his quality,and his own 
Troopes ready to murine againſt him,or to 
forſake him, he was at laſt enforced to raiſe 
ſhamefully his Campe, and to accept of any 


\ rreatie to ſauce his outward honour. [n this at- 


rempt he loſt aboue 100000. horfes for want 
of fodder, and 80000. men for want of fight- 


1ng : for they would rather die, running, or 


pillaging, orcating,. thenin the face of the e- 


'nemie.For this diſgrace he coceiued ſo inward. 


and rooted an indignationagainſtthe 7aniz4- 


ries, and ſo iuſtly,that he often lamented him- 
_ felfe, and complained hee was no King,that 
- was ſubie@to his owne {laues, vpon whom he 


ſpent great treaſures, and yet they would nei- 
ther fight inwarre, nor obey in peace, with- 
out exacting new bounties and priuiledges. 

Delauir Baſſa a man of great wit and courage, 
lately called from the Eaſterne parts, where he 
had long. gouerned with honour, who came 
in, though late, yetin a very braue and war- 
like equipage, aboue all other his Capraines, 


was ſuddainely made great Virzer, the for- 


mer Huxein Baſsa being in the ſame diſgrace, 
common 


\ 
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common with the ſouldier, though not in the. 
fame faulrc.' This man wasneuer bred at Court, 
but had liued many yceres in Action, and ſo 
had neither faction nor dependance here, but 
ſtood vpon himſelfe and his owne merit: And 
being now vnlooked for,and aduanced to this 
_ high dignitic, he wroughrypontheKings dif- _ 
content, and nouriſhed it : and inconclu- 
fion, brake with him, that it wastrue, he was 
'no Emperour, nor could be ſafely aliue, while 
the Janizarics had the power which they lately 
vſurped: Informing him, that they were cor- 
rupted from their ancient Inſtitution, & were 
lazic. Cowards,giuen ouer to calc and luſt, cf 
animo per lbidines corrupto, mil honeſt um inerat.. 
Bur if his Maieſtice would pull vp his ſpirits, 
and follow his aduice,he would prouide him a 
new Souldioury about Damaſcus, and from the 
Coords,of men euer bred inthe troner,hardne S, 
and warre, of great courage'and experience, 
and that of them he ſhould ere anew M:ui-+ 
ria, that ſhould wholy depend of him, enter- 
taining onely 40000. in pay, which ſhould 
alway be his Guard, and tharinthe diſtributi- 
on of cuery Prouince, he ſhould conſtitute _ 


that the gbe beghin hisGouernement ſhould 
- 1 '- trainc 
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- traine ſome ofthe Inhabitants, who inall oc- 
cafions of making a great Army,{ſhould bee in 
readinefle, and hereby he ſhould ſpare infinite 
creaſures ſpent ypon theſe Drones that care 
vp his eſtate; And with men of new ſpirits and 
hopes, he ſhould bee enabled todoe greater 


matters,then any of his Anceſtors: but withall 


he deſired the Kin g to communicate this coun- 


fell rono man, nor totruſt his life ypon ano- 
_ thers ſecrecy. Delaur Baſſa never reueling 
himſelfe ro any butthe King, who extreme- 
ly ' pleaſed with this aduice, that flattered his 
owne humour, conſented, and remitted all to _ 
the Vixzers direRtion,who was a true ſouldier, 
anda very wiſe man, able by his credit in 4/ia, 
ro performe all hce had vodertaken : for hee 
was exceedingly beloued in thoſe parts, 
yery rich, and had kept Damaſcas, whereof 
 hewas Gouernour, for himfclfc in the laſt re- 
bellion. Vpon this concluſion betweene them, 
tt was firſt agreed, that the king ſhould pre- 
rend to goc in perſon againſt:the Emir de Zas- 
da, who was moued to take Armesreally to 
aſſiſt in the- deſigne : : but they vſedit, to co- 
lour the departure of the: Emperowr; which 


| wheni Itwas welwaighcd,irwas found,thatchen 
| | the

the Armie ofthe 7anixaries muſt be keptto- 
gether, which could notagreewiththeir ends, 
Hereupon the journey of Mecha was divul- 
ged, that the King might, vader the ſhadow of 
an holy pilgrimage, goe - out wich a ſmall. 
trayne, and diſperſe thoſe who wete ſuſpe&ed 
ro him. And for this,preparation was made, 
| but ſomewhat to groſely, by melting of all 
the Plate, Saddles, Furniture of houſe, Lamps

This gaue the firſt 
ſuſpicion, which was confirmed by diuers vn- 
aduiſed words let fall from the King,of dif 
daine againſt the cowardize of the Tanizaries, 
and that hee would' ſhortly finde himſelfe 
ſouldiers rhat ſhould whippe them; and laſt- _ 
ly,diſmiſfing all his honſhold, except ſome few 
ele&; rhe diſcontented obferued and betraied | 
him. - De/anir Baſſa kept his owne ſecret, 
and inthe meane time prepared by his friends 
ine4/ia 10000, about Damaſcus,10000. from 
the Coords, beſides thofe in readinefle of the: 
_ Emir de Zaida,and all vpon pretence of defen- 
ding the borders of Perſia, who hauing Intel-. 
ligence of ſome change it thoſe parts; And 
- Wl gaue . 
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| gaue order that all clicſe ſhould meete the 
King at Damaſcus, where he would preſently 
cutoff his, Guard and ſtay there, vntill he had 
_ regulated hi is new Army,and Diſcipline, and 
then ro_returne triumphant to Conftantmople, 
and vtterly roote out the order of 7anizarres, 
Spabees and Timariots, and to exautorate all 


their Captaines and officers to ſettle a new 
gouernemenr, and to change the name of the . 
Citty. And theſe things ſucceeding, hee then. 


reſolued with his new Souldiers to attempt 
the recouery ot his honour in Chriſtendome: 
inthe meane time to hold'a diſſembled friend- 
 ſhiptherein all parts. Certainely this was a 


braue- and well- grounded defigne ,. and of L 


great conſequence for renewing of this de- 


cayed Empire, languiſhing vader the inſolen- 
cies of lazic ſlaues, if God hadnot deſtroyed | 


. it: It being very true,that the Turkiſh Empe: 


rour ſtands at the deuotion of his owne. 


rroopes for peace or warre, life or death, and 


1s.in eftet nothing but the Steward or Trea- 


ſurer of his Jamgarres. Tfthis proiedt had ta- 
ken effec, what cuents.it mi ight haue produ- 


_ _cedbya Ciuill Warre, is not caſe to iudge.

him as well as thoy could, and+his Earopeas * 
Part had beene in danger to haue beene torne 
away by the diuifion, Beſides, Delauty Baſſe 
hauing the King-and the Treafurie in his 
poſleſhon, | and his -owne credit ſo great, 
and his inclination welle imperare once dil- 
coucred, it may well bee thought that hee 
had ſome ends of his owne to fhare a patt of 
this mighty eſtate : If on the other fide the. 
Uirzr had prooucd true and faithfull, the re- 
. fortiation 'andnewere@ion of the Diſcipline 
of Warre,and the increaſe of Treaſure conſe- 
quent to the- diſmiſſion of the old Militia, 
would-haue becne fearefull ro all Chriſten» 
dome: But; Vb: ef? ſapiens ? Ubi diſquiſitor ſe- 
cul: haias ? Nonne infatuauit Dens ſapientians 
munas huws? Perdam ſapientiam [apientum, &/ 
Uanam reddam mmtelligentiam intelligentium.[t 1s 

a great queſtion whether is the wiſer wiſh, 
that theſe Counſels had ſucceeded or not: for 
either diuiſion and ſubuerſion, or a new-proſ- 
_ perity and enlargement of their Dominion- 
| hadneceſlarily followed. * 
Some obſeruations vpon this occaſion, 


will not be very impertinent to thoſe that de-- 
- hire 
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ſire to know a5 well the diſpoſition and vic,as 
the thingsrhemlelues. Firſt, in the purpole of 
_ the Souldiernot at all co violateor hurt the 
King, much lefle to depole and murther him; 
; buronly to take away thoſe about him,whom 
they thought aſbſtants in this proied : yet 
the furic once on foot, they proceeded by miſ- 
fenſible ſteppes, to the vitermolt of outrage, 
againſt many innocents in. that bufineſle, 
though otherwiſe obnoxious, and againſt the 
Throneand life of their own Emperour, vbs 
furor iNgri6at FRDOCENIES BC. MOXIOS tte CAGETE. 
Secondly, 'in the degrees, that yet the Kin 
had not falne thus low, iffarſt he had not loft 
that awe & reverence whichalway attendeth 
vpon Maicſty, by vaſcemely offices, done by 
 himinthe ſtreetes and Tauernes, apprehen- 
ding many ſouldiers for pettic faults, like + |' 
a Conſtable, making his perſon com- 
mon,cheape , and deſpiſed among them 
Which were wont onely to be ſcene and fea- 
red, as ſomewhat ſupre hamanitatem. And 
this he did alſo in hatred and diſdaine of thoſe 
that had.in the war forſaken him. And now in 
this laſtaR, if his own obſtinacy had notplun- 
__ him into deſtrucion,but that he had ſoft- 


| ned 
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ned them by a ſeaſonable yeelding totime, . 
he had preuailed onely by time. Thirdly, 
in the order , That theſe Mutiners -hauing 
no head, or direQion, kept that Reglement, 
that they tooke oath in their fury, in 
hot blood, in the Kings yard, not to diſho- 
nour, ſpoile nor ſacke the Imperiall Throne, 
neither committed nor ſuffered any infolence 
nor violence in the Citie to the Newutrals, but 
ratherproclaimed peace and Tuſtice. Fourth- 

ly, inthe conſequents, that at thethird daics 
cnd, all wasatquier,and all menin theirtrade, 
as if no ſuch thirig had happened ; Onely 
the 7anizaries ſuffered no Diuan nor Councell, 
yntill they had recetued a Donatiue, as Guer- 
don of their Iniquity ; In which alſo the infi- 


nite waſte of Treaſure is worthy of conſfide- 


_ ration, which muſt of neceſſity be excceding- 

1y exhauſted by three changes in foure yeeres, 
and by the late warres in Perſiaand Poland : 
For cuery Jangaric in the Citic, abſentor 
preſent,whoſe roll is about 40000. receiue 25. 
Chequins gold, beſides Spahees, Jamoglans, and 
other orders at cuery Alteration, 'which a- 
mounts inall neere to two Millions. And now

the tumult: That 0/man dreamed inthe night, 
that he thought to ridea Cammell, and being 
- mounted, he could not force him to goe by 
faire meanesnor ſtripes, and that then he de- 
ſcendingin a rage, the body ofthe beaſt va- 
niſhed, and left the head in the Kingshand. 
Who next day troubled at this-fancy, ſenc 
toa Learned man, familiar with him, for the 
interpretation. He excuſed himſelfe as vnfit 
ro giue opinion in a matter of that Conſe- 
quence, butperſwaded 0/manto ſend to the. 
Mofti. Hee alſo craucd pardon, bur withall 
ſaid, there was none ſo fit ro interpret it, as 
Muſt ftafa the Kings vncle, and now Emperonr , 
who iscſteemed a holy man,chat bath wiftons, 
and eAngel-like ſpeculations, in plaine tearmes, 
betweene amad man and a foole.

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buſe ingouernment: his deſcention, his diſpo- 
ſition:the vaniſhing of the body, the reuolr of 
his Subieds ; the head remaining in his hand, - 
onely a bare title; and that he ſhould ſhortly 
_ dye within few Moneths, and loſe his King- 
dome,but the empty name of Emperour ſhould - 
accompany him to his graue. 
 Afﬀecond of lefle conſequence in the U+r- | 
xrerDelamirBaſſa,tromwhom the Lord Ambaſ- 
| ſadour hauing recciued particular friendſhip 
about ſixe dayes before this vprore, hee went 
roviſit, and hauing no other buſineſſe burto 

perſwade him to ſtay the King from this in- 
tended Pilgrimage, the: Ambaſſadour gaue 
him many reaſons1n the preſenteſtare of their 
owne affayres, eſpecially the Treaty of Po- 
{and yer depending. To which the Baſſa re- 
plyed very grauely. Then the Ambaſladour 
vrging the feare of ſome tumult, colleged 
from the licentious ſpeeches rumored in the 
Towne, and.hee was bold to dealcplainely, 
ſincercly and friendly, That if any ſuch thing - 
ſhould happen, the fault would be imputed = 
to the Baſſe, as being of authoritic to per- 
ſrade che King,whom his qualitie and youth 
wouldexcufe, burallthe fury would be:dif-

The old Renard ſtayed a while "ION re-
